IMPORTANT TO CONVICTS.

Attorney General Hord Holds That
Where There Are Two Sentences

of Imprisonment They
Run Concurrently.

MJfs Anna Dunlop. Superintendent of Initin'i

Reformatory lu6tltutloa or Woracu aad uirls:
You inform me that Katie Carroll wa, on

the Oth day of March, convicted and sent-
enced by the Putnam Circuit Court to im-

prisonment for a term of two years in the
penal department cf the Slate Reformatory
for the crime of grand larceny, and on the
same day, and by the eame court, she was
conyictsd of the crime cf burglary, and Beut-
en ced to imprisonment in said department
fcrt'atermof two years, and von snbmit
the inquiry: "Does the termof imprison-
ment on the eecond charge commence alter
the termination of the imprisonment on tha
first, cr does the lmprisoment commence
and run on both at the eame time? '

There is no statute in this State providing
that one term of imprisonment shsll com-- n

ence at the expiration of another. The
statute provides that the term of service and
imprisonment shall commence oa the day of
his or her conviction and stntence. (R. S
1SS1, Sec. 0,131; Kennedy vs. Howard, 74
Ind., 87, 80.) The result is that where there
are teveral convictions and several terms of
imprisonment adjudged, the terms run con-
currently. (Miller vs Allen, 11 Ind., 3S9;
Kennedy vs. Howard, 74 Ind., 87; Griffith vs.
State, 30 IncL, 406, 410; Prince vs. State. 41
Texas, 4SQ; James vs. Ward. 2 Met., Ky., 271;
People vs. Whitson, 74 HI., 20. 22 ) The
convict to whom you refer having been
sentenced to imprisonment in both cases,
on the eame day, for the termof tro years in
each case, the terms of imprisonment under
both judgments will run together and expire
at the same time.
